Dp to 1870 Iiigeraoll had lieen aim- 
ply a reaaonably aiicceaarul lairyer of 

ruorla, Ilia, lie was one uf tlio llu- 
publicaii deli-KaloH to the (.InclniiatI 
ironruutton of 187«, and a strong 
lllainc limn. Ilu arrived In Ciiicln- 
uati with veveral other llliiioia dele- 
gate* aeveral daya liefure the coDveii- 
tloD uaembled. The city waa Hill uT 
people, and lliey wore havlnn; a U\^U 
old tinu'. Tliu lllaliio men had nievt- 
inga every day, and did evorylhing in 
llieir |iower tu "l>ooin" their candi- 
date. It waa flnally decided to have 
the iioiulnatiiig apecch made bv aoino 
Illinoiti man, and the Illtiiota dclcga- 
lidii Kclllcd li|>()ii IiiKerKoll, 

Tln re w an |jiv>»'nt In (lie oily Bob'a 
l'iiv(ji'iiv brutliur, who died a few 
yi'ui'H later, and at wboa. grave ttte 
Ki'i^ai alhetat delivered hi* world-re- 
nowned oration, lie Iminedlatcly 
told Ilia hrolher of hia aeiection, and 
that lie liiiil in'oiiiise l (o deliver the 
apoei'li. Till' lirollirr who \vu« noiiie- 
what ncivxiiH, tried to purauadu him 
uot to try it, 

"Yon arc not famoti* euongh," lie 
|>ci>nuded. '-Yon arc KeltiiiK aloiiK 
anil making a fair repntatiuii, but 
thia la loo lii|( a thing for yuu, I Tear 
you will make a dead failure ol IL"

He tlieu started in and delivered 
tho famous speech, word for word, 
as It was given that day in the con- 
veutiun, beginning :

He went on eully and rapidly un- 
til he reached the following: 

"Tills is a grand year— year flllod

But the real climax of the speech 
was the following : 

"IJko an armed warrior, like a 
plumed kniglit, James G. Blaine 
marclied down the halls of the 
American congres* and throw hia 
shining lance full and fair against 
the brazen forehead* of the defamers 
of Ills county and the mallgiiors of 
Ills honor." 

It 1*, perhaps, needless to say that 
tho brother was completely captured. 
When Bob had flnlahed he rushed to 
him, and putting both arm* around 
him, embraced himiulbo moiteu- 
thuslaatio way. 

"It la aimply aubllme," he cried ;

But 
it could not make Blaine president.

I 
want to tar to the colored voters that 
this is a year of plenty, and want to 
say to those who are seeking ofBce In 
thia county that we are not asleep. I 
hear a goo<ldcal of harpiugabout the 
white Republican*, What la thia 
for? Can we auke the white 
publlcana vote fbr what they.don't 
want ?

One cup of awcet milk, one cup of 
molasses, half acup cf suga'', jiuira 
cup of grated chocolate, a piece of 
butter the size of a walnut ; stir con 
atantiy aud let it boil until it Is thick, 
theu turn It outon to buttered plates ; 
when it begins to (tlffeu, mark It in 
Miuares, so that it will break rapidly 
when cold. Cocoanut caramels are 
made of two cups of grated cocoanuts, 
one cup of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of flour, the whites of three en* 
cu stiff; bake on a buttered paper in 
quick oven. Nice white candy is 
• asliy made. Take one quart of 
granulated sugar, one pint of water, 
two tablespooufuls of vinegar; boil 
Just as yon do molar sis caudy, but do 
uot stir it ; you can tell when it is 
done by trying it in cold water. Pull 
it as if It were molasses candy ; have 
a diah near by whh some vanilla In 
it and work in enough to flavor It as 
you pull; put it in a cold room, and 
tho next day you will have delicious 
candy.

Saturn is evening star. He wins 
the second place on the monthly 
record, for ho is the eole planet vlsi 
blein the early evening sky ir " ' 
eastern portion of the heavens. 

Saturn sets on the 1st al out 6:1a 
o'clock in the morning; on the Slat 
he sets about 1 :30 o'clock. 

Jnpiter is morning star. Those who 
watch the breaking of the dawn will 
find Jupiter a superb object in the 
nioming. 

Jupiter riaea on tbe Ist a few min- 
utes before 11:90 o'clock in the even- 
ing; on tbe Slat he riaei about 9w) 
o'clock. 

Mars is a morning star and rises on 
the ist soon after 10 o'clock in the 
evening; oa the Slat bo riaea about 
8:30 o'clock. 

Mercury i> morning star and rises 
on the Ist at 4 :30 o'clock in tho morn- 
ing; on tfia 31st lie rises about 6:15
